Yet In Cicgo's trih* there was a l*gend

that whosoever should And and wc»r that 
sarment agaia would b* imperriou* to 
the bullet* of the Whit* Ky«, would b*- 
come the greatMt'af medicine m*n and 
rule not only over his owu people, but 
over all the Apache trib** and those of 
the plains of th* north. And the v*ry 
founder of that family to which Giego 
belonged wa* reputed to have b**n th* 
white chief ia the coat of iron.

Jwi Circulars Inutd Sunday, OM 


Containing Hit Platform 


The municipal league circular In the 


Interests of Ootson for mayor, which 
it wa* reported Saturday would be la- 
sued Sunday, wa* distributed ye*t»r. 
day afternoon, and it 1* reported that 
large numbers of them will be put In 
circulation this afternoon and evening- 
The circular is signed by the Citizens' 
Municipal leaftrue, and contains a port, 
rait of Mr. Dobson, with a lengrthy at- 
tack on what It calles "one.man. 
power." The circular says the league 
was forced to Issue the circular, a* the 
doors of the newspaper office* were 
shut in the face of the league. 


This statement is made In apoarent 


forgetfulhness of the fact that Mr. Dob- 
son has been frequently asked by the 
Transcript if he had any platform to 
give out, which the Transcript would 
gladly print, and that the, league has 
never asked the Transcript for space, 
except in connection with It* fair, 
which was given. On Saturday a 
Transcript representative asked Mr, 
Dobson for his platform. In order to 
publish it Saturday, but was told by 
Mr. Dobson that he would not give It 
to the papers as he wanted to publish 
It only in connection with a statement 
which he knew the newspaper* would 
not print- 


The circular then goes on to show the

In order 
to bring this conservative measure 
about, he would If elected recommend 
to the city council the appointment of 
a special committee to confer with the 
representatives of the street railroad 
company and if necessary carry the 
matter further-"

Miss Croucher, a Missionary, wlio for 


the past five years has been engaged in 
missionary work in China and who was 
In that country during- the recent seige, 
gave a very interesting talk 
Sunday 


evening on the work which was being 
done there, and of her experiences dur- 
ing the seige at Tien Tain. She was 
there when the. trouble broke out and 
•when the Boxers attacked the city. The 
description of the work of barricading 
the. city which- was done by the Chi- 
nese Christians and missionaries, and 
of the.gallant work jvhich they did in 
defending the city when so many lives 
•were in such perilous danger was very 
Interesting. She began at the beginning 
of the trouble and related the thrilling 
experiences through which they passed, 
taking up each day and night separate- 
ly, and carried her listeners through all 
of the horrible scenes to which she had 
teen witness. She spoke of the timely 
arrival of the United States and foreign 
troops, and of the hearty 
reception 


•which the "stars and stripes" received. 
Moot of the women of the city were 
obliged to spend much of their time in 
cellars and other places of concealment 
end fortification. On July 3 an »rder 
•was received for all of the women to 
leave the city and 250 of them were 
placed on a vessel and taken to the 
head of the river where they were 
transferred to another ship. In des- 
cribing the trip down the river ehe told 
W the horrible scene of the recent aat- 
tles. Hundreds of dead bodies1 were 
ertrewn 
along 
the river banks and 


floating in the water. The talk through 
out was a, most thrilling and interesting 
crae.

estate of the late C. Allard, which 
ranges ever the Plathead -Indian re- 
serve, in Montana, and includes 239 
head. This Is fully one-quarter of the 
estimated total number of survivors. 
Next to this comes the herd of Jones 
Goodnight, in Armstrong county, Tex., 
which is said to contain 110 head.

CHRISTMAS TREE INDUSTRY 


Many of Them Sent to New York from 


Northern Berkshire 


The Sprmgneld Republican yesterday 


had an article on the chrlstmaa tree in- 
dustry in Berkshire ,with the following 
on the business as it effect* this lo- 
cality. 


The Christmas tree and evergreen 


business is something of a feature at 
Adams every winter, and this season is 
no exception. The ^ork is now done 
for this year, the harvest having been 
gathered 
and shipped. Two agsnts 


operated at Adams, one of whom ship- 
ppd six car loads of trees and the other 
sent away four car loads. The trees 
come mostly from Florida and Savoy, 
and the gathering and shipping of them 
makes busy times for the men employ- 
ed while the work lasts, t\hich, how- 
ever, is but a short time 


On« of. the Sealers said some of hie 


trees were to be shipped to Cincinnati, 
but most of them are marketed in New 
York and other eastern cities. It is es- 
timated that from $1500 to $2000 is paid 
out nearly every year for the trees ship 
ped from Adams, this including the 
pay for the trees on the stump and the 
work of cutting and hauling 
A few 


ferns and evergreens are also gathered 
for the city markets, but this is a much 
smaller branch of the business in that 
part of the state. 


A few years affo trees were brought 


down from Vermont and shipped In 
quantities from North Adams, but this 
has not been done for the last few years 
and It i« probable that the available 
supply has been exhausted. 
This is 


generally the case after the dealers 
haV« worked a section for a. few years, 
and those who do business at Adams 
are already complaining that the sup- 
ply in the once fruitful field of Savoy 
and Florida IB beginning to feel the 
effect* of this wholesale aslaughter. 


Some think It to wrong to strip the 


hill* of these beautiful rees to such an 
extent, but It must be borne In mind 
that In the sections where they grow 
the Incomes of the farmers are none 
too large, and that without thi« addi- 
tion .they and their families would be 
likely to have more Christmas trees 
than Christmas presents.
